While the world is still in the great struggle for mastery, and 
fear is in the hearts of those who are being conquered, above the 
noise and din of the battle ig the cross of Jesus Christ, our only hope 
of salvation. Many of those who are engaged in this great struggle 
and have never before given this a serious thought, are making the 
statement that Christ is the all needful in the hours of despair and 
helplessness. 


We, who are banded together as the Men’s Organization of the 
Church, should therefore pray more earnestly and devoutly that the 
Lord of Lords and King of Kings be our Heip and Stay in the days 
which are before us. God has been with us in the year that has gone. 
However, greater things are expected of us, as the saying goes,

ganizations. They left as boys but return as seasoned men, with 
thoughts perhaps far beyond ours, both spiritually and socially.

Each 
man on this committee is active in Scout work in his own congrega- 
tion. May we ask for the fullest cooperation with this committee by

Your president attended the Fourth Annual Convention of the 
Midwest Synodical Brotherhood and thus brought the greetings of 
the Nebraska Synodical Brotherhood. The following motion was car-

The Twenty-eighth Annual Convention of the Nebraska Synodical 
Brotherhood convened in Kountze Memorial Lutheran Church, 26th 


and Farnam Streets, Omaha, Nebraska, Dr, Walter H. Traub, Pastor 
on Monday afternoon, April 9, 1944, at four o’clock. 


Rev. Karl Gigstad, Hampton, led the opening devotions. The Con- 
vention was formally opened by the 4 Wm. F. Kedde. |

President Wm. F. Kedde gave his annual report. 


The Secretary, Arthur R. Johansen, read the minutes of the 
previous Annual Convention, and the minutes of three Executive 
Commmittee meetings, held in South Sioux City, Lincoln, and Omaha. 


Treasurer Ben Meyer presented his annual report, which was re- 
ceived with the auditing committee’s report and placed on file, 


Thirteen Brotherhoods responded to Roll Call, each giving un 
interesting report, with three organizations not affiliated also 7 
ing. 


The report of the committee on the President’s Report was giv- 
en by Rev. R. R. Pfeiffer. A motion, carried that the recommenda- 


tions be adopted. 


The report of the Nominating committee was given by Rev. 
Karl Gigstad. The present officers were nominated for re-election: 
President, Wm. F. Kedde, Omaha; Vice-President, Wm. G. Rogge, 
Auburn; Secretary, Arthur A. Johansen, South Sioux City; Treasur- 
er, Ben Meyer, Wayne. 


A motion, carried, that nominations cease and that Rev. Karl 
Gigstad cast the unanimous vote for the present officers. 


A short report was given by Wm. FV. Kedde on the Minneapolis, 
U.L.C.A. Brotherhood convention. 


Rev. Karl Gigstad reported on the proposed changes in the con- 
stitution. Motion carried that the Articles in which proposed changes 
occur be printed in full in the Minutes and attention be called to the 
fact that complete Constitution and By-Laws are printed in the Syn- 
od’s Convention Minutes of 1942. No action can be taken on these 
changes until the annual convention of 1946. 


The Articles of the Constitution as printed in the Synod Minutes 
of 1942 are herewith given, and the proposed changes are given in 
parenthesis. | | | 


ARTICLE v. COMMITTEES 


A. There shall be an Executive Committee consisting of the 
officers and one layman and one Pastor, elected (appointed). The 
Executive Committee shall have charge of the affairs of the organ-

ization between meetings; prepare the program of each meeting and, 
through the Secretary, notify each Brotherhood and Pastor as to time 


and place of the meeting. 
B. There shall be a Nominating Committee appointed by the 


President whose duties shall be to present the names of nominees 


for each office at the annual meeting. Nominations shall (may) be 
made from the floor. 5 


ARTICLE VI. ELECTIONS 


The officers shal] be elected by ballot at the Annual meeting 
and may serve for one year, or until their successors shall have been 
elected. No officer shall serve any one office more than three (3) 
consecutive terms. 


a. No two officers can be elected from the same city or county. 


b. No candidate can be elected to any office unless present at 
the annual convention. 


(That the above section a and b be stricken from Article VI.) 


A motion was made, that we consider giving financial support to 


‘the “Retreat for young men considering the ministry.” Motion was 


lost, no second, 3 


Motion made and carried that: “The Executive Committee be in- 
structed to investigate Western Theological Seminary retreat for 
young men considering the Ministry and if found to be worthy to 
give it our spiritual and financial support.” 


Dr. J. C. Hershey, President of the Nebraska Synod, brought the 
greetings of the Synod. 3 5 


No other business being before this session of the convention, 
the meeting adjourned with the Benediction by Rev. J. E. Messer, 
South Sioux City. 


Brotherhood Banquet | 
The annual Brotherhood Banquet was held in the Parish Hall of 
Kountze Memorial Lutheran Church, April 9, at 6:30 P.M., and was 
opened by singing of the Brotherhood song, “The Cross and the 
Heart.” The Invocation was given by Rev. T. J. C. Schuldt, Wayne 
Secretary of the Nebraska Synod. ae 


President Wm. F. Kedde introduced the toastmaster, Mr. O. W. 
Wince, Omaha. Musical numbers as solos were given by Mrs. Jones 
with Mrs. Flora Sears Nelson at the piano. Group singing was led 
by Rev. G. Gieschen, Omaha. 


After all had partaken of a delicious dinner, Wm. Kedde intro- 
duced the first speaker on the Program, the Rev. E. G. Wood, Mis- 
sionary on furlough from India, who spoke on the topic: “I Am Proud 
to Be a Lutheran.” 


An offering for defraying the expenses by the U.L.C.A. Brother- 
hood for the Boy Scout Program, which had been received, was an- 
nounced to be $70.86, 


President Dr. J. C. Hershey installed the re-elected officers. 
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Dr. Walter H. Traub, Pastor loci, introduced the second speak- 
er on the program, Rev. Armin G. Weng, D.D., Chicago, President of 
the Illinois Synod, who had as the theme for his address: “The Work 
For the Men of the Brotherhood in the Post-War Era.”

The Seventy-fourth Annual Convention of the Evangelical Luth- 
eran Synod of Nebraska convened in First Lutheran Church, South 
Sioux City, Nebraska, the Rev. J. E. Messer, Pastor, at 1:30 o’clocx, 
Monday afternoon, April 29th, 1946. 


The Preparatory and Holy Communion Services were conducteu 
by the President and Secretary of Synod.

REPORT OF THE CHURCH SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Your Church School. Committee-of-one, under the Parish Life 
and Work Committee, submits the following report: 


The Conference of Synodical leaders of Parish Education, held 
in Chicago, June 19 and 20, 1945, was attended by your chairman 
and the general chairman of the Parish Life and Work Committee. 
Theme of the Conference was “Planning Together.” It was revealed 
at this Conference that the Parish and Church School Board of / 
the U.L.C.A. had contacted in the course of field work 2276 con- 
gregations and 43,942 workers. The Conference brought out a storm 
of protest against the Augsburg Series, and praise for the Christian 
Growth Series. Comments from our territory presented at the Con- 
ference were typical of the reaction from all representative groups. 
Augsburg Series comment—“Written for second year Seminary stu- 
dents. Subversive. Doctrinally unsound. Theological background 
training taken for granted. College training presupposed. Too much 
time required in preparation by volunteer teachers. Writers pro- 
duce material too far above the level of the pupil.” Improvement 
was promised by the Board. | 


Your chairman attended the District Sunday School Association 
meetings at Auburn, Nebraska, in the interest of the general pro- 
gram of the Board. 


An itinerary for the territory of the Nebraska and Midwest Syn- 
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Pastor William S. Avery of the Board. covered the territory of Syn- 
ods and reported that 33 congregations had participated with a to- 
tal attendance of 227, and total offerings of $50.59. Nine meetings 
were held—Auburn, Lincoln, Beatrice, Hastings, Lodgepole, North 
Platte, Fremont, Wayne, and Omaha. Pastor Avery reports, as a 
result of his activity in our territory, an increase of 335 in Church 
School attendance. 


An invitation was extended to all pastors and Parish Schoo! 
workers of Synod to attend a meeting in Omaha, November 6, at 
which time Pastor Avery presented his Enlistment Program. Sev- 
enty workers and pastors were in attendance. Along practical lines, 
the Board representative pointed out that campaigns and contests 
should not be a part of the Enlistment Program. Five essentials 
were listed: 1. Arousing a passion for souls. 2. Discovering new 
prospects. 3. Issuing Christ’s invitation to them. 4. Welcoming those 
who come. 5. Teaching them Christ and His way of Life. 


Your Church School Committee Chairman submits the follow- 
ing recommendations to Synod: That, 


1. Recognizing the urgent need for promotion of the cause of

REPORT OF THE YOUNG PEOPLE’S DIVISION OF THE 
PARISH LIFE AND WORK COMMITTEE 


To the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Nebraska, in Convention 


assembled at First Lutheran Church, South Si raska, 
April 29th to May Ist, 1946, 
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Organized young people’s work in our Synod has, for several 
years, been in a condition that has caused grave and general con- 
cern. It has been my endeavor during the past year to propose and 
support measures that promised to lead to a re-organization of 
state-wide young people’s work in general and of the Luther League 
of Nebraska in particular. In this I have had the full support of the 
Luther League and of the Executive Committee of Synod. 


The Luther League throughout America suffered a serious set- 
back during the war through loss of leadership. In Nebraska this 
loss of leadership among the young people reached such proportions 
that there were practically no young people left who lad sufficient 
training in Luther League work to take over the administrative of- 
fices of the state organization. As a result of this, promotional ac- 
tivity had come to a standstill, and chaotic conditions prevailed in 
the entire set-up. Besides this, we lost two experienced synodical di- 
rectors of young people's work in rapid succession, and for almost 
a year there was a vacancy in this department. Realizing that un- 
usual measures would be needed to get things started again, the pas- 
tors present at the 1945 convention of the Luther League advised 
that a pastor be elected state president. The Rev. Mr. W. F. Most, 
pastor of Luther Memorial Church, Omaha, was elected, and he has 
done much to bring order into the affairs of the League, although 
handicapped by untrained personnel in every department of the 
work. The outlook is that it will take several years before we have 
properly trained officers in the state organization again. In the 
‘meantime it will be up to all the pastors of Synod to give extraor- 
dinary attention and support to the Luther League, both in its local 
and in its state-wide aspects. b 


As a further step, a proposal was submitted to the Conference 
of Synod at their sessions last fall, to authorize the establishment of 
six districts for youth work in the state: Three in the North Platte 
Conference, two in the South Platte Conference, and one in the West- 
ern Conference. It was hoped that this would give the pastors in all 
parts of the state an opportunity to enter actively into the rehabil- 
itation of our young people’s work. Rallies were to be held in each 
of these districts during the fall of 1945 and every spring and fall 
thereafter to stimulate interest among our young people. Each of 
the Conferences voted favorably on this proposal, and convenors 
were appointed by the Conference presidents to organize the rallies. 
Four such rallies were actually held, three on November 25th and 
one on December 2nd: At Emerson, with an attendance of 79; at 
Hooper, with an attendance of 80; at Omaha, with an attendance of 
126; and at Auburn, with an attendance of 128. District officers 
were elected in each of these four districts, including two pastors 
in each to serve as advisors; these officers are to plan and direct 
the 1946 rallies in their districts. All reports indicate that the ral- 
lies held last fall were highly successful, and, with proper support 
on the part of all pastors, this promises to be an effective means 
of reviving our young people’s work. A constitution for the districts 
is being prepared which should be ready for adoption at the spring 
rallies this year. The districts .will function as constituent parts of 
the state Luther League; they are not intended to take the place of 
of the state Luther League, but to make the state organization more 
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widely effective. We hope that all six districts will hold rallies this 
spring. 

The 1945 Luther League Camp was conducted from August 
26th to 3lst at Camp Sheldon, A Y.M.C.A. camp near Columbus, 
with a registration of 80 and a staff of 10. A Bible course on Acts 
1-15 was presented under the direction of the Rev. Mr. Erich Pe- 
tersen. Life Service was stressed in a series of presentation di- 
rected by the Rev. Mr. F. W. Henkel, dean of the camp. A new fea- 
ture was introduced in the form of biblical and religious motion pic- 
tures; this attempt at visual education was received with enthusiasm 
by all. The present director of young people’s work in Synod served 
as camp director, ably assisted by the Rev. Mr. W. F. Most. Plans for 
the 1946 Camp are being made now; it will be held at Camp Sheldon 
August 25th to 30th. : 


In conclusion, we gratefully acknowledge the active support 
given by the pastors of Synod in connection with the Luther League 
Camp as well as with the district rallies. Above all we want to 
thank the Executive Committee of Synod for its co-operation and 
for the financial support given to the young people’s work during 
the past year. |

The Missionary objective for the year was announced by Rev. J. 

The Luther League of America will 
endeavor to raise 85,000 by July, 1946, to be used in relief of Luth- 
eran youth in Europe. The State League does not have a set quo- 
ta, all contributions are voluntary. The treasurer of our state League 
kindly asks that contributions for this cause and sustaining member- 
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ship fund be sent in early. Our quota for sustaining membership is 
$85.00 for 1946. Our National dues are $75.00. Funds are coming in 

very slowly. We did not meet our quotas for last year. This must 
not happen again. Many leagues have not contributed toward the 
Midland Sign project. May all pastors stress the importance of 
meeting our obligations.

COMMITTEE ON STUDENTS IN NON-LUTHERAN SCHOOLS 
1. University of Nebraska and College of Agriculture, Lincoln. 


The work among Lutheran students of the National Lutheran 
Council churches at both of these institutions is under the direction of 
Pastor Alvin M. Petersen, who serves part time. He maintains regu- 
lar office hours at the city campus, and is adviser to the Lutheran Stu- 
dent Association there and to one at the College of Agriculture. All 
Lutheran students are contacted by mail or personally. During the 
first semester 422 students of Lutheran faith were registered, of which 
slightly over 100 were of the Missouri Synod. The second semester 
shows a marked increase with 656 Lutherans enrolled, and nearly 500 
of them are of National Lutheran Council churches. 


A new project this year is the establishment of a Lutheran Cen- 
ter in the pastor’s home, near the College of Agriculture. The stu- 
dents meet regularly for social and inspirational meetings. This ar- 
rangement has enabled us to reach the Ag students much more suc- 
cessfully. The city campus LSA has its regular meetings each Sunday 
evening in rented social room of the Baptist Student Center. Efforts | 
are put forth at all times to get students to faithfully attend worship 
services in their respective Synod churches in Lincoln. 


The large enrollment of Lutheran students, 10% of the total, 
makes it imperative that student work be expanded. Two needs are 
outstanding. A student center at the city campus, and the services of 
a full-time adviser. The spiritual work among our Lutheran sons and 
daughters who attend these state schools should be of the best because 
of the secularized atmosphere of such intitutions. When the church 
invests so much in its colleges to minister to students in a sheltered en- 


vironment, how can it neglect so grossly the spiritual needs of the large 
number of our fine young people who attend the state institutions? 
The total budget for our work at the University of Nebraska is $900, 
supplied equally by the U.L.C.A. and the American Lutheran Confer- 
ence. $360.00 of this amount is for salary of the University pastor and 
the rest is for rent and promotion of the work at both campuses. The 
work is directed by the Lutheran Student Committee of Lincoln con- 
sisting of the pastor and a layman from each of the National Luther- 
an Council churches of the city. This Committee is grateful to the Syn- 
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od of Nebraska for its grant of $100.00 included in the above total, to 
‘assist in the highly important ministry to our youth in these great 
state schools. The Committee respectfully requests your continued 
aid for the school year 1946-47. 


2. State Teachers College, Wayne. 


Here the Rev. S. K. de Freese, appointee of the Board of Educa- 
tion and Midwest Synod pastor, is in charge of the Student work. The 
Rev. T. J. C. Schuldt cooperates with Rev. deFreese as requested. 
Meetings are held in the Student Union twice each month at 7 P.M. 
for spiritual inspiration through study and discussion. The climax 
of social gatherings is the annual L.S.A. banquet held in May. Miss 
Ruth Pearson (Augustana) is the faculty sponsor of L.S.A. There 
are about 75 Lutheran students at this institution. 


3. Omaha University. 


Since a campus organization is strictly taboo at this institution, 
no work has been done with Lutheran students on the campus, during 
the year. Pastor H. J. Goede is our Synodical appointee for this work 
and is ready and willing to go as far as circumstances permit in serv- 
ing Lutheran youth while at Omaha University. 


4. State Teachers College, Peru. |

Under the blessings and guidance of Almighty God, Tabitha 
Home has spent another year in service in the name of our Lord and 


Saviour, to needy Humanity. 


Tabitha Home has come to her sixtieth year. It was 1886 that 
Rev. H. Heiner established Tabitha Home at this location here in 
Lincoln, Nebraska. Over 2000 children and hundreds of old people 
have found refuge and Christian love within her walls. 


During the year 1945, the Home served 86 aged men and women. 
Eleven men and 10 women were received, 9 passed away and 6 were 
dismissed. At the end of the year there were 71 aged guests with us. 
Likewise during 1945, 50 children received ministration. Eight boys 
and 7 girls were received and 5 boys and 3 girls were dismissed. The 
Fag of children living at the Home at the end of the year 
was 


The generous contributions experienced by the Church as a whole 
during the year were also experienced by the Institutions of the 
Church. From the constituent Synods Tabitha Home received 89,806. 
14, which was $396.00 more than the preceding year. From Volun- 
tary gifts the Home received for General expenses, $9,035.63, which 
was $2,758.00 more than the preceding year. We received in Gener- 
al Income, $20,825.00 excess over expenses. From this $20,825.00 ex- 
cess, $12, 980.00 was placed in the Building Fund and $11,880.00 was 
placed in the Emergency and Depreciation Fund. - balance is still 
carried in the General Fund. 


The Building Fund received during the year, $56,368.00. At the 


end of the year this fund amounted to $161,432.00, but to date has 
amounted to over $175,000.00. Tabitha Home’s total Assets, accord- 
ing to our official audit, were increased during 1945 by $81,513.49. 


At present Tabitha Home is beginning the development of the 
Luckey farm, presented to us by Mr. and Mrs. Henry Luckey. It wil! 
be developed into a dairy and meat produce farm for Tabitha Home. 
At the March meeting of the Board, we anticipate the hearty approv- 
al of the Board to the establishing of a Department for Crippled 
Children, at the Home. By the time the Synods meet, we will have 
definite information on this —

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REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY COMMITTEE 


The officers of this committee are Mr. Otto Nelson, president; 


Rev. J. C. Hershey, secretary; and Rev. A. H. Pinkall, treasurer. 


Your committee in charge of the missionary work of Synod beg 
leave to submit the following report: 


Four meetings were held during the year. New missions are 


being contemplated, but nothing definite can be reported at this 
time. Most of our present missions are making fine progress. Three 
have become self supporting, Broadwater, Spencer, and Scribner. 


BROADWATER was organized in 1934 and has combined with 
Gurley and Dalton in calling Rev. Raymond Bartels as pastor. Rev. 


Bartels supplied this congregation two years before accepting a call. 


He began full time services September 15, 1945, following his grad 
uation from Western Seminary. Funds are being gathered for a new 
church. 


BELLEVUE is our youngest mission, having been organized in | 


1944. This mission is being served by Rev. P. O. Anderson who grad- 
uated from Western Seminary last year. The Glenn Martin Plant 
has been closed but the city of Bellevue has not suffered a decrease 
in its population. The personnel is changing. New families are 


moving from Omaha and many of them hold their membership in 
Omaha churches. The 1 School attendance continues ww in- 
crease. 


COLUMBUS was o in 1931. Rev. John Shiery became 
the pastor June 1, 1944. Exceptionally fine progress is being made. 
The average attendance is inereasing in both the church and Sunday 
School. Apportioned benevolence and Lutheran World Action were 
paid in full. On January 20th the final mortgage was burned at the 
morning service. During the year there was an increase of 18% in 
— 16% in the 3 — and 8% in the communing mem- 


LUTHER MEMORIAL, OMAHA, was o zed in 1936. Rev. 
W. F. Most became the pastor May 1, 1943. e problem facing this 
mission is more room for its growing congregation. A new electric 
Hammond organ has been purchased, 167.6% of the apportioned be- 
nevolence was paid, it went over 100% in its contribution to Luther- 
an World Action, and has decreased its indebtedness to the Board of 
American Missions. 


SCRIBNER was organized in 1935. A senior in the seminary, 
John Jacobs, has been called by this mission. He has accepted and 


is applying for ordination at this Synodical convention. He has been 


supplying this congregation for several months and both he and Mrs. 


Jacobs have endeared themselves to the people. Two years ago a 
house and two lots were purchased. Last year the store building in 
which the congregation has been worshiping was bought and this 
year this congregation has become self-supporting. With no indebt- 
edness these good people are to be commended for their fine progress. 


SPENCER was organized in 1930. This mission has been vacant — 
for more than two years. It is being served every other week by 
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6 students. Arrangements have been made for student Mar- 
vin Suhr to become the regular supply. He will be a senior next 
year and is applying for licensure at this meeting of Synod. 


A mission for Mexicans has been opened by student Carloz Guz- 
man at 1318 South 12th Street in Omaha. At present the home of 
one of the Mexican families is being used for services. Two services 
are held each Sunday, one in the forenoon in the Spanish language 
and another in the afternoon in the English language. A Sunday 
School and Luther League have been organized and are well attend- 
ed. Rev. A. H. Pinkall, a member of the Missionary Committee, is 
supervising this work and baptized several members and adminis- 
tered communion. These members will hold their membership in St. 
Luke’s until a congregation is offically organized.
